Deliberately Drywnod Horself.

Dressed In Iter Hldiest Attire She
Waded Into tho Surf.

Beautiful, haughty nud queenly Mrs.
Frnucei N. Hchurlg calmly wnlkid to her
(fenth in the noelhlng Ircalirs nt Bridge,
hatnplou, L. I nud y her rigid
body lies in a rocelving vuult awaiting
burial.

Mrs. Hchurlg was n woman of fashion
and refinement, and for the pant two
years has lived nt the Hoffman Arms,
1'lfly.ninth street and Madison nunuo.
this city, with her daughter.

Early In tho Bummer ahe closed ber
npnrtincntH nnd wont to tho Cat ski I Is for
a f ojoiirn of a month or two.

Last week sho returned rather unex-
pectedly to tho llofTmnn Arms, nud Mon-
day fllio started for llrldgcliniiiptun, L. I
She went directly to John Hull's Hotel.

Early Wednesday morning sho nppoarcd
on tho vorandn it the hotel, a perfect
picture, as usual. She was nrruyid hi a
correct fitting costumo selected w 1th rnro
taste.

Sho finally strolled nwny from Bontfneo
HuU'h house aud walked ipiito a distanco
along tho bench,

Then nhon out of rench nnd earshot
this regal women, fully and richly

oven defiantly
into the ocean's frongh whero the brenkum
roarod their loudest.

Thus sho wont to her death, facing tho
crentny-crestc- d surf with n talni doliborn-tio- n

that bcsuoLo courage uncanny aud
woird.

A number of men saw hor strolling iuto
the wnterB, but they woro loo for away to
interfere in hor delibornto actions.

Tho big billows caught her up, nnd she
was drugged savagely away by the ruth-
less undertow.

Twelve hours later the ocean returned
its victim nnd cast her on the shrtro not
far from tho spot which msrkud. her
ninrch to death.

Mrs. Hchurlg was tho wife of Dr. Ed-
mund Sohnrig, of Dresden, Baxouy.

Bhe was married to Dr. Seining several
years ago while abroad, he being her roc-on- d

husband, Hhe was then n widow, Geo.
Comtuonn baring been hor first husband,

Mrs. Hchurlg htd two children a son,
Georgo Cnnimauu, a partucr in the noto
brokcrego firm of Dunscoinb it Co., 80
Pino street, and a daughter eighteon
j earn old.

Dr. Schurlg never lived with his wifo
at the Hoffman Arms, and this fact hen
given rise to the rumor that there had
been an estrangement between them.

This Is deniod. however, by Mr. Duns-com- b,

who says Mrs. Hchnrfg's presence
in thli country was duo entirely to tbe
fact that all her financial interests were
centred in New York and all her property
woa locnted here.

Mrs. Schurig was noted for her wonder-
ful abilities ns au equestrienne. Hhe used
to ride daily with hor daughter, nnd her
olnorness in this rexpect was noted by
ridern in Central Park.

At Colm's Central Park Hiding Acad-em-

whero Mrs. Hchurig was a regular
patron for several years, tho attmhes
snokn of her prowebs in tho saddle In
glowing terms.

Supt. Hardy, of the HorTman Arms,
referred to Mrs. Hchurig as tbe gentlest of
gentlewomen, beautiful and educated,
nud, despite her haughtiness, nmtable.and
ol nn exceedingly choerlnl demeanor." When I saw her Monday last." he
said, ' ' she bowed to me as pleasantly as
evor. Hhe looked as far from commit-
ting suicide as tbe heavens are from
earth, bhe had spoken to mo of going to
Enrope either tbls Full or in Aprllnext.

" I cannot believe she went away down
to Hridcebampton to go to her death. It
must have been an accident of some
sort."

Tbls, in brief, was the comment of all
who knew Mrs. Hchurig.

They conld not reconcile the facts that
a charming woman with apparently all
ber heart could wish for should thus de.
Uberately destroy herself.

The body was taken in chare', by Mrs.
Bohurig's son. who went immediately to
Dridgehampton and brought the remains
to Long Island City late last nicht.
